HE ORIGINAL POSITION ON 
the Arctic seas taken by Prime 
Minister Trudeau, and apparently 
favored by some in the cabinet, was 
that Canada’s chief claim to sove- 
-reignty — or a sort of quasi- 
sovereignty — should’ be rooted in 
our concern to ensure that the Are- 
tic area does not become polluted. 
As the recognized caretakers of the 
polar waters—our ownership of the 
land areas and the shallows is not 
contested — Canadians would en- 
force anti-pollution controls, keep 
the Northwest Passage open and 
superintend.use of the ship routes. 
This ‘would be a far different 
status from full Canadian sovereign- 
ty which at the same time recogniz- 
ed the right of innocent passage by 
other nations; but it is apparently 
felt that it would be an easier claim 
to-.establish in the present state of 
international law. 

The position, however, falls a 
lof way short-of what most Cana- 
dians would like to see established. 
The sector principle, whereby Cana- 
da assumes full sovereignty of all 
the land and water areas between 
the continental coast and the North 
Pole, enclosed roughly by the 70th 
and 141st meridians, is regarded as 
a much more satisfactory solution. 
Canadian sovereignty would guar- 
antee the right of innocent passage, 


* but in safeguarding all our interests 


would enable us to enforce adequate 
transportation safety standards and 
reimbursement for damage. The risk 
ofserious pollution damage could 
be great. 

Major Ottawa opinion now fav- 
ors the “inland sea” principle, 
whereby Canada may claim posses- 
sion of the waters between the 
northern island masses as historic 
parts of our country. 


One of the main objections to 
Mr. Trudeau’s delay, which no 
doubt. is based on his legal know!- 
edge and his information as to the 
United States’ real feelings in the 
matter, is that it leaves the situa- 
tion- wide-open in an-area where 
the United States is very actively 
pushing its oil development and try- 
ing to ensure the greatest freedom 
possible for the projected large traf- 
fic of oil tankers, for which the re- 
cent Manhattan voyage was a trial 
run. Under such conditions the old 
legal axiom that possession is nine 
points of the law could well become 
effective. If. Canadians are not ac- 
tively persistent in urging their 
claims, the vacuum will quickly be 
filled by someone else. It will become 
increasingly difficult to demonstrate 
that the area is ours and that we 
are controlling it, either physically 
or in intent. 


Elsewhere on this page today, an 
excerpt from the Globe and Mail of 
Toronto discusses the practical prob- 
lems of this situation, and the need 
for Canada to move forward rapidly 
in tacking down its claims. It men- 
tions the serious and almost perma- 
ment damage that can result in the 
Far North from oil pollution and 
erosion of the permafrost layer, and 
it notes that the Manhattan suffered 
two massive: holes in her hull—not 
reported until after she had return- 
ed to New York—which could have 
had disastrous results had she been 
earrying oil. 


The whole question boils down to 
this: that if the ownership vacuum 
is to be filled by any nation it had 
better be Canada, and this will. re- 
quire immediate decision and forth- 
right action. Otherwise we may find 
ourselves outside looking in. 


No Tears for Tear Gas 


WHEN PRESIDENT NIXON 
recently renounced germ 
weapons he was careful not to in- 
clude tear gas and defoliants. But 
these chemical weapons are coming 
under increasing attack. Eighteen 
World Health Organization consult- 
ants have published a report saying 
that no sharp distinction can be 
drawn between lethal and incapaci- 
tating agents, and prolonged expos- 
ure even to harassing agents can be 
lethal. 

Last week the United States was 
on the losing end of a. 58 to 3 vote 
(with 35 abstentions) on a Swedish- 
authored resolution that declared 
use of tear gases and defoliants in 
war as contrary to the generally 
recognized rules of war. When the 
question of tear gas was put to de- 
bate under the -pld League of Na- 
tions, more than two-thirds of the 


governments which signed the 1925 
Geneva gas protocol. interpreted it 
as covering tear gases. Canada, Bri- 
tain, France and the Soviet Union 
were among the two;thirds majority. 

This may put the United States 
in a difficult position as regards in- 
ternational law although more than 
one nation has ignored UN resolu- 
tions without being penalized. In 
a moral sense it could be argued 
that using tear gas in some situa- 
tions —such as the alleged Pink- 
ville massacre—would be preferable 
to wholesale, slaughter. Another 
point that will rankle with many 
people is that while the UN has 
voted to outlaw tear gases in war, 
nothing was said about its domestic 
use to quell riots and civil disorders. 
As we choke on our own pollutions 
the whole spectrum of chemical 
weapons is becoming more odious to 
humanity. 


Guns and Butter 


OME HISTORIANS CLAIM 
that Western reluctance to al- 
low Japanese economic interests 
into Southeast Asia was one of the 
major reasons for the infamous at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor a little more 
than 28 years ago. What followed 
is history, including the debacle of 
Japan’s “Greater East Asia Co- 
Prosperity Sphere.” 
Almost three decades later 
British colonial influence. is hard 
to find East of Suez and American 


prestige is low west of Hawaii. But 
it is a fact that while Japanese 
slogans failed, Japanese trade ‘in 
“Greater East Asia”, has flourished. 
The value of Japanese exports to 


Asia this year will probably exceed 
$5 billions, a jump of more than 30 
per cent since 1968. 

Another avowed Allied aim was 
to stop Japanese, imperialism in 
order that democracy would prolif- 
erate in Asia. Other than Japan and 
India, those who would export 
democracy to Asia have found that 
it ig nota “sellérs’ market.” But 
these things have a way of work- 
ing themselves out. The Japanese 
economic offensive is reportedly en- 
gendering more— enthusiasm from 
Taipei to Djakarta than all the 
hoary exhortations: of Chairman 
Mao on the Chinese mainland. It 
would appear that butter spreads 
more easily than guns,

BIGGEST STORY OF HISTORY

The Countryman Reads Nature’s Own Calligraphy 


HE old countryman surveyed the 

remains of his garden and realized 
with a familiar little pang that another 
year was dying. But certain signs told 
him that a new one 
wouid be _ born, 
sooner than the 
official birthday. 
Glancing up at the 
pale sun of the 
Pacific coast, he saw 
that it had reached 
almost its lowest 
point and, a few days 
hence, would reverse 
its course in the big 
solstitial shake, heed- 
less’ of man's erroneous calendar and 
other follies. Or if it didn’t, if the cycle 
were broken and the earth failed to turn 
its cold face southward again, then 
indeed the newspapers would have 
something to write about, more interest- 
ing than the dull news of war, riots and

inflation. 


Doubtless the cycle, would recur and 
human kind avoid destruction again by a 
cosmic hair’s breadth. It was’ the only 
thing that a man could count on 
nowadays. But how oddfhat the winter 
solstice, the supreme event of ‘the year 
for any northern people, was taken for 
granted and ‘seldom mentioned by the 
press, though it had failed only a few 
millennia ago, with remarkable results, 
including the last ice age in Canada. 

Nobody had reported that momentous 


news story at the time and, the 
countryman supposed, nobody would be 
around to report its sure recurrence at 
some future date. Still, the” annual 
escape this year should merit a minor 
headline on the front page. ‘“‘Parth Tilts 
Today on Schedule” — that must be hard 
news by any definition when no human 
event. moved on schedule, and more 
important news than ‘‘Man Lands on 
Moon.”’ For if the routine arrangements 
of the universe lapsed, even for half a 
second, man would instantly land 
elsewhere, * his location unknown, his 
whole existence forgotten forever. 


Deeper Mystery 


What, in fact, had the daring 
astronauts brought back from an inferior 
speck in the sky? Only some sterile 
rocks and dust for study by the 
scientists, while here, on a somewhat 
larger and living speck, a deeper 
mystery defied science altogether. 

Looking down from the weak Decem- 
ber sun to the muddy rows of vegetables, 
the bedraggled cabbages, beets, carrots 
and leeks that survived from summer's 
brief festival, the countryman thought 
they contained. more hard news than the 
entire moon, if you could read the fine 
print. They contained life, but in a 
calligraphy which no scientist had yet 
deciphered. 

Not only Hfe for their own private 
purposes but life for all humans as well, 
the vital link in the food chain. Man was 


breaking the chain on the land and in the 
sea but it still held, despite his cunning 
poisons. For how. much longer? 

That, even more than the permanent 
rhythm of the solstice, was a dubious 
riddle, to. -be--answered_— after _ the 
countryman’s departureMeanwhile he 
pondered the curious priorities . of 
modern culture in which a_ hockey 
player, a movie actor, a broker or any 
man shuffling worthless paper across a 
desk got higher pay than a farmer who 
produced the one absolute essential of 
life. Had Pierre Trudeau, the manager-in- 
chief of priorities, ever thought of that? 

It was unlikely, the prime minister 
being an urban man in a civilization now 
swarming toward every megalopolis, by 
the late Dr. Spengler’s immutable law, 
with the end results already visible and 
not’ very pleasant. How many-of these 
refugees from reality ever paused to 
remember that their existence in a 
pathetic. concrete fortress depended on 
other nameless men far away who grew 
their food? Not mahy. + 

Evidently the governments of the 
world, powerless in their counterfeit 
sense of power, could not reverse the 
priorities, however mad they might be. 
The politicians could talk as eloquently 
as they pleased about the Just Society 
but they ignored the only one so far 
known, the society of vegetables, rang- 
ing from the largest tree down to the 
smallest seed, all of them governed by 
laws more just and effective than any 


Criminal Code or white paper. 

Here in the withered garden those 
laws seemed to be working, like the 
universe itself, without a policeman, a 
court or a legislature. Under the surface 
the invisible bacteria, allies of men and 
vegetables, toiled to reduce their dead 
bodies’ to new soil and fertility. Among 
this teeming company the roots of trees 
still grew vigorously below the hardening 
crust of winter while their branches 
looked idle and lifeless. 


Buds of Spring 


On the eve of the solstice, if he 
examined them closely, the countryman 
could see the first buds of spring now 
swelling, careless of the temperature. 
Nearby — a minute miracle ignored by 
the press and most observers — the fat 
shoots of snowdrops and daffodils had 
emerged to announce, in their myster- 
ious green type, the impending shift of 
the whole planet. How did they know? 

Well, if few others would read the 
greatest news story, the countryman 
could vaguely decipher the type. As~ the 
short December day was fading fast, he 
retreated to his own flimsy fortress and 
took with him a branch pruned from his 
oldest plum tree. In a bucket of water, in 
a warm basement, the buds would 
quickly open. and the spring headline 
would be legible-long before the hurrying 
reporters had caught up with their story.

While We Plod, the U.S. Pushes Plans to Use Our Arctic

OT everybody is approaching the 

treasure .chest of the North with 
the measured tread of Ottawa. In fact, 
by the time we get around to stating 
specifically what ‘we own up there, the 
important nine-tenths of the law could be 
in somebody else’s possession. 

The New York Times, commenting on 
the return of the U.S. tanker Manhattan 
from her historic voyage through the 
Northwest Passage, had some kindly 
words for her companion, the Canadian 
icebreaker Sir John A. Macdonald. ‘The 
sturdy veteran of 10 sea'sons in the 
Aretic freed the Manhattan from ice on 
at least 12 occasions,’ reported The 
Times. ‘Without the assistance of the 
Canadian vessel it-is possible that the 
Manhattan would not have successfully 
completed her mission.” 

»Yet in its very next column The 
Times was also suggesting that the aid 
of the Johnny Mac might soon be 
unnecessary. The U.S. Coast Guard has 
completed preliminary designs for a new 
icebreaker which would. meet “ ‘all 
presently identified’ icebreaking missions 
in... the Arctic, and the ‘reasonable 
demands of commerce in United States 
channels and harbors’ . . | Although the 
American merchant fleet has not asked 
the Coast Guard to provide icebreaking 
services for regular tanker operations 
through the Northwest Passage, 4 
shipping industry spokesman said this 
possibility could not be ruled out for the 
future.” 


On Drawing Board 


Interesting. A USS. Guard 
icebreaker already on the drawing board 
that could shepherd U.S. tankers through 
what we had always considered was our 
Northwest Passage. 

This is nothing, however, to U.S. 
activity already under way in the North, 
The U.S. oil industry is so involved in 
exploiting Alaska discoveries that it is in

Not just Alaska is involved, though 
the Research Reports record great

How many understand that a forest is 
a living community? 

It is not only a community of trees 
and shrubs, flowers and ferns, and 
mosses, but ‘of animals and bacteria, all 
of which have their own place within the 
whole. 

Each has its own particular job within 
the community and none can go it alone. 

‘ Pach.type of.tree has its own method_ 
of survival and acquiring its food supply. 

As the seasons change, so does the 
forest community,''reaching its peak 
during late spring and summer, and 
being more relaxed in winter months. 

It is unlikely that any two forests are 
exactly alike. Terrain and weather 
conditions are the main elements of 

“Uifference. - 

Man the trees, opens roads, 
implants power and pipelines, each one 
making a change in the community. Fire 
will ravish the forest, The new one that 
will come in time-cannot be the same 
community as that which was destroyed., 

A forest community is not one of 
peace, though it may seem a quiet place.

For in each group living things are 
more or less at civil war with one 
another. Each fights for a place to 
survive. 


Each crowds others for sunshine or 
nutriments or, in the case of animals, for 
food in order than each may ‘live and 
carry on its species. 

There are trees that cast their seeds 
out into the open lands in an endeavour 
to re-establish ‘their species there. 

Marshes and swamps fight against 
being. taken over by the shrubs. Streams 
and rivers wear down the banks and 
then! carry the silt to make new deltas. 
Bird’ fight for territorial rights and a 
place to nest, Insects war on one another 
in order that they may live. 

Drifting sand has destroyed the 
forest, and behind the sand has come the 
grasses and the ground-clinging shrubs. 

Snow and ice have turned back the 
living forest and yet the green living 
world will survive, and in so doing man 
may survive — if he will stop polluting 
the water and air, so that the age-old 
processes may continue’on forever, 


Alberta, to link up with the existing 
intercontinental pipeline to Chicago; but 
the Research Reports make no mention 
of the ecological damage that might be 
done by it to the Canadian northland.

Tranquillity Again, But 
Don't Let It Fool You 


The morning after the storm, wintering 
ducks rode: in flotilla on the calm -bay.

1 wrote down the number, 
shook hands with Hampton, 
Who then raised his fist in the 
Black- Power salute and said, 
“All power to the people.” 

“Peace,” was all I could 
think of to say. And went 
down the stairs, through the 


iron cage gate, out through 
the bullet-splattered front 
door and down the street of 


the West Side ghetto. 

Hampton is now dead.

For Canada?

Do we have a national science policy? What 
should Canada’s science policy be? 


A report has just been 
released by the Organization 


for Economic Co-operation 
and Development “in Paris 
which describes. at great 


length Canadian scientific 
development. 

It_ makes a number of 
proposals, as did the com- 
mittee of Senator —Maurice 
Lamontagne, for new direc- 
tions and a new structure for 


this activity. 


Less well publicized than 
either-of these, but certainly 
not jess intpressive, is an 
intriguing study of the prob- 
lems: involved by Professor N. 
H. Lithwick,: Carleton econo- 
mist. His book, called 
Canada’s Science ‘Policy and 
the Economy, has just been 
published by Methuen, 


‘A Good Thing’ 


Prof. Lithwick says: ‘After 
an examination of research 
and development expenditures 
in Canada, it is -safe to 
conclude that there is no 
science policy, except perhaps 
the conviction that science is 
a good thing. 

“This stems from. an ab- 
sence of social. policy as a 
whole, so that scientists have 
been free to develop their arts 


as_ it pleases them. The 
evidence of this is clear.” 
It is possible that this 


Canadian social context within 
which science policy is to be 
examined was not so readily 
comprehensible to the Euro- 
pean and Japanese scientists 


who undertook the OECD 
study: 
Lithwick, the economist, 


does not dispute the fact — 
actually he proclaims it — 


that the _separate and un- 
related parts of Canada's 
scientific activity are  con- 


ducted in a manner agreeable 


to the scientists at work at 
these separate parts. 
He observes that the 


Glassco Commission found the 
National Research Council to 
be an “exemplary research 
body,"’ not because it served 
major. national objectives, but 
because it. best served the 
needs of our research scien- 
tists. 


Serious Doubts 


Prof. Lithwick -says the 
Government has chosen to 
leave future decisions on 


Science policy in the hands of 
Scientists through the Science 
Counci) of Canada Act. 

He has serious doubts about 
the wisdom of this: ‘How 
these (scientific and techno- 
logical) priorities will .be 
allocated by a body made up 
largely of scientists in the 
absence of a set of articulated 
public -objectives raises our 
most fundamental fears 
fears not at all alleviated by 
the chairthan's reassurances 
that the cauncil will co- 


operate with social and 
behavioral scientists. 

“The fact that the council 
views the pattern of goal- 
setting established’ by the 
Economie Council as a préce- 
dent confirms our deep con- 
cern — economists as well as 
scientists are not equipped to 
formulate public policy be- 
cause they have no means of 
ensuring that they know what 
society wants. It is. usually 
what they themselves want." 

Prof. Lithwick argues, as 
the OECD report was to 
argue later, that the con- 
servative approach of Cana- 
dian industry to research and 
development spending, regard- 
less of the nationality of ‘its 
owners, is probably the great- 
est fundamental deterrent to 
an attractive industrial “R 
and D" program, 

And this is in contrast to 
the United States where the 
whole question of ownership is 
“increasingly less relevant, as 
corporate policy comes to be 
increasingly determined by 
the technological interde 
pendencies between govern- 
ment and industry." 

In Canada, the whole struc- 
ture of scientific research lies 
within the control of the 
Federal ‘Government, which 
does most of the R and D, 
either directly, or through 
supporting grants, 


Set by Small Group 


As there is no public policy, 
the small group of scientists 
who control this governmental 
“technostructure”’ set the 
course of Canada’s techno- 
logical developments, 

And as “there is much 
greater fascination with the 
new and unknown, the likeli- 
hood that we shall deal with 
those problems created . by 
past technological advances, 
and which’ havé reached 
alarming proportions, »grows 
increasingly remote.” 

That is the nub of the 
argument of the proponent of 
a public policy against the 
advocate of ‘‘pure’’ scientific 
research. 

Science has. not been har- 
Nnessed in support of the 
public interest and to advance 
the public welfare. 

“As “a result, our social 
problems have not been dealt 
with, and have grown. even 
more .pressing. Consider the 
increasing alarm over pollu- 
tion, urban decay, housing and 
Student unrest."’ 

Therefore, Prof, Lithwick 
draws .“‘the only possible 
conelusion from these 
observations, and that is that 
there has never been nor is 
there now a. science ‘policy in 
Canada. 

“Where do you begin? The 
first step is to decide on 
social priorities.”

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Christmas at ‘Nowhere’ Weather Ship's Lot 


By PETER KIERNAN 


A crew of 86 men and their 
captain sailed for nowhere in 
early December. They'll be 
there for Christmas. 


Nowhere is the name Capt. 
J. H. Linggard of the weather 
ship Vancouver has ‘given to 
weather station Papa. Papa 
exists on marine charts as a 
210-square-mile section of the 
Pacific. 

Only the navigator on the 
department of transport ves; 
sel has any: sense of having 
reached-a destination a& he 
mentally fences himself into 
the co-ordinates when the 
Vancouver arrives at the cen- 
tre of the station, 860 miles 


west_of the northern_tip of 
Vancouver Island. 


For the rest of the men on 
board—captain, crew, meteo- 
rologists and oceanographer 
—Papa does not exist. 


The movement of the ship 
would at least give them some 
sense of purposeful movement 
if not of direction, but they 
can't even count on that. If 
weather permits, the Vancou- 
ver just drifts. Ten miles one 
way, 10 miles another; then 
the big engines rumble and 
pull the vessel back to the na- 
vigator’s satisfaction. 

“We'll drift right through 
the holiday season,” said 
Capt. Linggard. ‘‘Nowhere to 


nowhere. It's the most tedious 
job I know.” 


He was in’ his cabin with 


several ship’s officers prior to “ 


sailing, when the 404-foot Van- 
couver was tied to a dock. 
Loading and other final pre- 
parations for sailing went on 
throughout the ship. 

The preparations included 
taking aboard eight to 10 tons 
of food and drink for the 
Christmas voyagers, who will 
not see port fot six weeks. 

“IT was out over Christmas 
last year,”” said chief steward 
George Pinder of Victoria. ‘‘It 
was the longest trip I ever 
made.” 


He has a wife and family, 


as do about 75 per cent of the 
ship's complement. 

“Being away for Christmas 
doesn’t bother me,” said the 
captain. “I'd rather be away 
at the busy times and home 
when it’s quiet. I guess you 
might say I’m anti-social.” 

He explained what the men 
of the Vancouver will be doing 
out there in the grey North 
Pacific over the holiday. 

From the centre of Papa, 
the ship beams out a signal— 
“something like a séa-going 
lighthouse really” —from 
which aircraft and other ves- 
sels can take a fix on their 
own position. 

But the real work is done by 
the meteorologists whose bal- 


loons sniff the upper atmos- 
phere in the area—deliber- 
ately chosen because it lies in 
the centre of a corridor of tur- 
bulence—and whose reports 
are largely instrumental in 
determining North American 
west ‘coast weather forecasts. 


The conversation moved 
from the cabin to the cap- 
tain’s table and over clam 
chowder, curried shrimp with 
rice and wedges of pumpkin 
pie it turned, naturally 
enough, to food. 

“We éat well,’ said the cap- 
tain, on the theory that the 
way to a man’s morale is 


through his stomach. “‘If he's 


hungry, that’s bad.” 
The morale factor is more 


important on the Vancouver 
than the average vessel, 
which steams from port to 
port, occupying the time and 
energy of its crew. 


For the older, permanent 
men, the weeks of drifting are 
taken up by hobbies. The cap- 
tain paints, others study for a 
superior maritime rating. 


But for the younger men, 
many out for the first and—in 
the captain’s experience—last 
time, the ennui can be excru- 
ciating. 

To offset boredom, one 
room on the ship is set aside 
for handicrafts, leatherwork, 
the ancient mariners’ pastime 
of arranging slender rope in 


decorative patterns—called 
scrim-shanking—and~ perhaps 
painting by numbers. - 


This last pastime does not 

win the approbation of the 
captain, who always takes his 
easel and paints to sea with 
him, 
* “Absolute waste of time,” 
he snorted. “No imagination, 
no brains required.’’ Still, the 
younger men enjoy it, « num- 
bers or not. 


But this is a holiday voyge, 
and though the captain said it 
will be work as usual, there 
will be modest Christmas and 
New Year’s festivities. 


Extra beer rations—two 


with their turkey dinner and 
rfor most the 2-word message 
they are allowed over the 
ship's teletype circuit. 


As well, presents will be 
opened at sea. And ‘“‘we'll 
have the colored table cloths 
out for Christmas, decoratons, 
that sort of thing,”’ said the 
captain. 


“There's one thing though.” 
He looked around at his_offi- 
cers. “About a Christmas 
tree. If nobody has any really 
strong objections, I'd rather 
not have one aboard.” 

“Too dangerous” due to the 
fire hazard, he said. Then he 
reflected. ‘‘But I don’t want to

In an era when minority 


'-Broups advocate protest 


through civil disobedience, 
violence and_ insurrection, 
Cardinal; an outraged Cana- 
dian native Indian, has writ- 
ten a book in which he 
ostensibly urges the use of 
_accepted political channels to 
right what he considers the 
injustices done his people. 


But his urgings turn out 
merely to be a facade with 
which he’ masks his real 


intent, an implied threat to 
white Canadian society: 
“Give in to the demands of 
the Indians now, or face the 
unpleasant consequences.” 
The Unjust Society, sub- 
titled, The Tragedy of Can-

ada's Indians, is 171 pages of 
Cardinal's particular brand of 
bigotry, unbridled and largely 
unsubstantiated by fact. 

It is a vituperative, un 
diluted outpouring of hatred 
directed at white society, the 


Canadian. government past 
and present,- legislation 
governing Indians and the 


white man generally. 


He has said nothing new, he 
has shed no new light on the 
situation and problems of 
Canadian Indians. He has 
taken all the worn cliches and 
restated them, in a tone so 
contemptuous one is imme- 
diately moved to discard them 
and at the same time the 
problems they are supposed to 
underline. 

Because of -his_ vindictive 
approach to his subject, his 
‘hook may-do far more harm 
than good’ the cause of 
Canada’s native peoples. 

What white man will be 
receptive to the comments 
and proposals of a minority 
Which’ opens discussion by 


' calling him a liar and cheat, 


an immoral scoundrel? 

But Cardinal has no. choice 
other than to deal with white 
men,-te-is -a-member of a 
minuscule Indian minority in 


' a white society. And that will 


not change. 

Cardinal was born in 1945 
and raised*on the Sucker 
Creek Reserve in Northern 
Alberta. 

He is at present president of 
the Indian Association — of 
Alberta and holds its accom- 
panying membership .on_ the 
hoard of the National Indian 
Brotherhood. 

The objective Cardinal has 
set for his people as stated in 
his’, book is 4 

“The Indian must have 
from “the federal government 
immediate recognition of all 
Indian rights for the re- 
establishment, review and 
renewal of all existing Indian 
treaties ... The treaties must 
be maintained. The treaties 
must be re-interpreted in light 
of needs that exist today ... 
The. treaties differ little from 
the way the government deals 


* with corporations or corporate 


bodies, and for that matter all 
segments of Canadian society, 
except Indians and possibly 
the poor of Canada.” 

He has offered an invalid 
and unrealistic set of 
demands. The treaties signed, 
most of them well over a 
century ago, have little rela- 
tionship to the requirements 
of Indians today. 


One sucn document prom- 
ised ‘‘a medicine chest shall 
be kept at the house of each 
Indian agent for the use and 
benefit of. the Indians at the 
direction of such agent.” 


Would Cardinal be satisfied 
if this particular treaty were 
honored to the word by the 
Canadian government? 

He would not. He interprets 
the medicine chest clause as a 
guarantee of perpetual medi- 
care at no cost for every 
Indian in Canada. 

The primary targets of 
Cardinal's assault are the 
federal government, its senior 
civil servants, the cabinet 
ministers administering 
Indian affairs and particularly 
the white paper on Indian 
policies released earlier this 
year. 

Cardinal says: 

“The government's pro- 
posed new Indian policy is a 
curious and sick collage of 
empty cliches and distorted 
facts." 
reflects. ‘“‘the 
total lack of understanding 
possessed by its authors of 
the situation in which. the 
Indi wf Canada find them- 
selves today.” 

Threughout the book Cuar- 
dinal espouses the belief that 
Indians should be given great 
quantities of money, to be 
used at their own discretion. 

At the same _ time he 
concedes that Indians at 
present lack the education and 
experience’ vital to the ad- 
ministration of such largesse. 

I would not be so callous as 
to suggest the Indians of 
Canada have received a fair 
deal. in the past from the 
white government and society. 
They have not. 

And it is unlikely they _will 
in the foreseeable future. 

The. Indian is trapped in an 
ignominious hole,.a situation 
which should be righted 

3ut if it is righted, it will 
not be righted because white 
men have an obligation to red 
men, and,not-because the red 
man asserts his unrealistic 
demands. 

It will be righted because 
human beings in the main are 
endowed with a measure of 
compassion for their fellow 
men, 

Cardinal’s book, unfortu- 
nately, is unlikely to move 
many. Canadians to a positive 
exercise of this compassion.

On Western Canada. 


By TORCHY ANDERSON 


Canadians today find it hard to realize that less than 
100 years ago the vast sweep of prairie from The Roekies 
to Lake Winnipeg was fused for explosion. Under the 
“wool” that had fed countless buffalo for count- 
lay the boiling resentment of. a people dis- 


prairie 
less ages 
possessed. 

That the continuing, bitter “Indian fighting’ that went 
on south of the “heaps of stones” (international boundary 
marks) did not-spread—-north—was due almost wholly 
to the newly organized Royal North West Moun.ed 
Police. A few hundred men, by courage, tact, and a 
genuine sympathy for the Indians, .kept the peace. 

A good deal of the history of those days centred 
around James Morrow Walsh, the officer who had most 
to do with the handling of Sitting Bull, the Sioux- chieftain 
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WHITE SIOUX by Tris Allan.

Sitting Bull and most of his shock troops took refuge 
in Canada. The chief liked and respected the policeman 
and named him White Sioux. Sitting Bull could confer no 
greater honor. ; 

Iris Allan, an able Alberta historian, has undertaken 
the White Sioux story in what she calls a biegraphical 
novel. It is-an excellent book, maybe more biography 
than novel. Wifftout flitting away to the glory of purple 
sunsets Mrs. Allan makés you “feel” the prairie at its 
defightful best and its trying, dusty worse 

Major Walsh established the post named for him in 
the Cypress Hills just before Sitting Bull and bis braves 
retreated to the Canadian side. The Cypress Hills ere a 
sort of island that was left when the glaciers scrubbed 
the rest of the prairie clean. Important to Walsh was the 
good supply of fort-building timber available. 

The dominant characters of this well-told story are 
Walsh and Sitting Bull. Each respected’ the other, each 
sometimes grew impatient. The Sioux eventually deibbled 


hack to United States, but the police had a. long, 
frustrating task in getting rid of them. 
In his final days Sitting Bull, the “‘bad’' Indian, 


suddenly became an American here and joined the 
Buffalo Bill show. He died later at the hand of one of his 
own tribe. 

In the opinion of this reviewer Mrs, Allan's story 
places high among books about western Canadian history. 
By introducing conversations she brings alive the knife- 
edge dealings of rational whites with starving redmen. 

The wastage of the buffalo—much of it as.a result of 
tremendous slaughter by white fur traders—brought 
starvation to the prairies. Starving men are desperate 
men. 
While watching the smouldering Sioux visitors the 
police assisted in the signing of Indian treaties, Perhaps 
the most important of these, in terms of the future, was 
Treaty Number Seven. It was signed by the chiefs of the 
Blackfoot confederation at Blackfoot Cros8ing of the Bow 
River and the ever-eloquent chiefs spoke with understand- 
ing, dignity and clarity. 

The speech of the great Crowfoot rémains a 
memorial to him. One wishes some of our political 
apostles of the fractured syntax could, or would, learn 
from it. .

Noel Coward: A

“Small talk, a lot of small talk, with other 
thoughts going on behind.” 

That might be Harold Pinter discussing 
one of his plays, ‘The Homecoming,” “The 
Birthday Party” or “The Collection.” It isn’t. 


“Impelled chiefly by the impact of their personalities 
each upon the other, they are lke moths in a poo! of 
light, usiable to tolerate the lonely outer darkness and 
equally unable to share the light without colliding 
constantly and bruising one another’s wings.” 


That could be Raffic Arzoomanian discussing his new 
play, ‘The Moths,”’ at the Washington. Theater Club. It 
isn't. : : 
“Politically all is confusion there's still poverty, 
unemployment, pain, greed, cruelty, passion and crime 
... the only real differences in post-war conditions is that 
there are so many men maimed for life and still existing 
and so many “women. whose heartache will never heal. 
The rest is the same only faster and more meretricious 

That could be Megan Terry, the “Viet Rock” 
playwright, or Leroi Jones. It is neither

All are quotes from a:single man, whose most recent 
work for the theatre includes three short plays set in a 
suite of-a luxury hotel and I'm. not referring to Neil 
Simon, whose ‘Plaza Suite’ wall finally reach the 
National Theater in Washington this month. 

The gentleman of those quotes is Noel Coward. whose 
claim to fame is fairly humble, and as he himself once 
put into a song: 

But I believe 

That since my life began 

The most I've had is just 

A talent to amuse , 

This facile talent to amuse prompted Alexander 
Woollcott to dub Coward ‘‘destiny’s tot."’ Next Tuesday in 
London, his counfrymen wil] start a week of celebrations 
observing his 70th birthday 

British TV. will revive some of his plays: “Blithe 
Spirit," “Hay Fever” and ‘‘Bitter Sweet.” The National 
Theater will revive his favorite film,~‘'In Whichy,We 
Serve,” and his moSt successful play, ‘Private Lives 
starring Lynn Redgrave and Michael Caine. And_there 
will be a charity ball at the Savoy, aiding the Agtors’ 
Orphange, which he headed for nearly 30 years. 

Destiny’s tot' never has been lazy. He’s writtqn 60 
plays, a dozen films, a score of books. He's been a 
professional performer for 58 years, has composed 
several hundred songs and boasts of having had only two 
music lessons in his life—‘‘an outburst of rugged 
individualism,’ he confesses, ‘‘Which deprived me of 
much. valuable knowledge and [I have” never deeply 
regretted it for a moment.” = [ 

That inverted confession is typical of his style, iand 
style is the essence of Coward

Superficially, it is pithy.’ When critic Hannen Swaiiry 
who spent years fearing Coward down, wanted to make 
peace he-murmured: “I have always said that you act 
much better than you write.” 

Replied Coward: ‘‘How odd. I’m always saying the 
same thing about you.” To a reporter who asked his idea 
of a perfect life, Coward answered: ‘'Mine.” 

When Gertrude Lawrence, for whom he wrote it, first 
read “Private Lives,” she wired him: ‘There’s nothing 
wrong with it that can’t be fixed,”” to which he cabled: 
“The only- thing that needs to be fixed is your 
performance.” 

To an over-ambitious producer he wired: ‘Unable 
write life of Sarah Bernhardt for Gertrude Lawrence as 
busy writing life of Eleanora Duse for Beatrice Lillie."’ 

When, not long ago, a lady reminded him that they 
one met with Douglas Fairbanks. he answered: ‘Madam, 
I often find it hard even to remember Douglas. Fair- 
hanks.’’ Of Simone Signoret’s Lady Macbeth he cracked: 
“‘Aimez-vous Glamis?" 

Such ripostes have added to an image Coward 
himself created more or less by chance at the start of his 
career, Now, in his 70th year, comes a biography +hat 
places his bon mots in perspective. 

This is called “A ‘Talent to Amuse" by Sheridan 
Morley, 28year-old son of actor Robert Morley, a noted 
telecaster and journalist in his own right. An introduction, 
amounting to a unique endorsement by John Gielgud, 
notes that this is. ‘“a critical rather than effusive 
hiography."’

Coward has written several autobiographies, with the 
next volume still to appear. What Morley does do is tally 
up the total work, its failures as well as successes, He 
accounts for every month of the lively life, is discreet 
where discretion is a matter of taste and is outspoken 
about public areas where Coward has looked weak. _ 

One of these alleged-weaknesses is Coward's waktime 
‘activities. It turns out that while he seemed to be eygding 
England, he was on secret propaganda work in Ffance, 
America, Australia and«the Far East. Wantingf to be 
Involved in intelligence work rath@Ps tha an 
entertainer, Coward was to find that his peacetime craft 
offered the most honorable wartime work. 

This most. satisfying accomplishment was certainly 
his film about the British navy, ‘In Which We Serve.” 
The bureaucratic hang-ups surrounding what became a 
truly distinguished film were compensated for by faith in 
the project from Lord Mountbatten. Ultimately, even an 
American producer was to praise the film's effectiveness 
as ‘' ‘Mrs. Miniver’ on a battleship.” 

Another Coward problem has been post-war taxation, 
which prompted him to decide to live in Switzerland and 
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be at McPherson 
opening Dec. .26.

Jamaica. Morley reveals that hopelessly tangled 
accounting advice in the thirties created debts that all his 
earnings couldn't pay. 

Coward’s. flip, facile image began with publicity 
surrouhding his first real success, ‘‘The Vortex,’’ which 
concerned an uneasy mother-son relationship, the mother 
a nymphomaniac and the son a dope addict. (So, what 
else is now?). , 

Apart from the play's: subject, though its theme is 
intensely moral, Coward startled the public by being 
photographed in bed, smoking and wearing ‘‘a dressing 
xown apparently made out of material rejected by a bad 
tour of ‘The Mikado.” ”

He boasted that he wrote several of his plays in as 
many days, tootled about London in high and fancy 
company and never bothered to state that he wasn't 
smoking hashish in that widely printed photograph. 

The early image is patently false. Morley's tracings 
and 18 pages of chronological appendix deny it. 

For, however facile, no one could have achieved ‘so 
much without sheer work. ‘The impressive fact of his 
career is that, for all his success at the frivolous — such 
pieces as ‘‘Private Lives" and “Blithe Spirit” — there 
have been ‘‘Cavaleade,"’ ‘‘This Happy Breed,” “In Which 
We Serve,” “Brief Encounter” and two serious Plays that 
didn't get very serious attention, ‘Peace in Our Time”’ 
and ‘Post Mortem.” 

Reluctance of either critics or sometimes the public 
‘invariably more faithful to him than the critics) to take 
luis serious thoughts seriously must have been defeating 

It took the Lunts to put across his Play about moths, 


“Design for Living.”’ And “Hay Fever” is very difficult to 
play.

The range, as writer, composer and performer, is 
extraordinary and in the downs and ups of his long career 
there certainly has been a talent to amuse. In a 
discussion about. modern playwrights not long ago, he 
wrote 

“Consider the public. Treat it with tact and courtesy. 
It will accept much from you if you are clever enough to 
win it to your side. Never fear it nor despise it. 

“Coax it, charm if, interest it, stimulate it, shock it 
now and then if you must, make it laugh, make it cry and 
make it think but above all, dear pioneers, in spite of 
indiscriminate and largely ignorant critical acclaim, in 
spite of awards and prizes and other dubious accolades, 


never, never, never bore the living hell out of it."

But the film has been dubbed 
unsuitably into English, 

Les Biches will’ ‘not suit 
everyone’s taste, but it is a 
convincing set-piece study of 
manipulated personalities.

Britons Panic 
Over Pill Scare 


LONDON (AP) Bewil- 
dered women swamped the 
switchboardy of Britain’s 
family planning clinics Fri- 
day, seeking advice about 
which contraceptive pills are 
safe to use. 


Many were alarmed by 
T hursday’s recommendation 
of the government’s drug 


safety committee that doctors 
should in future prescribe only 
11 of the 30 brands of pill now 
available. Somé—pills which 
have a high estrogen content 
could cause side effects such 
as blood-clotting, the com- 
mittee said. 

The confusion of women 
who wanted to change the 
pills they were using for 
others was made worse be- 
“fause. the Family Planning 
Association, which alone has 
some 400,000 women taking 
the, pills, advised against use 
of two types of pill the 
committee had approved. 

Caspar Brook, London-direc- 
tor of. the Family Planning 


.| Association, said he had made 


a rush print order of 500,000 
leaflets to be distributed to 
worried women at 950 FPA 
clinics throughout the country. 


An association spokesman 
said: “We accept the Drug 
Safety Committee’s findings 


| ancwe also accept that the 11 


makes of the pill are less 
likely to cause blood clotting 
side effects than those with a 
high estrogen content. But 


this does not mean they are | 


as effective.” 

Two kinds of pill marketed 
under the names of-Norman- 
ton and Verton contained no 
estrogen at all but they were 
rejected after trials by the 
associatior’s™ council for the 
investigation of fertility con- 
trol.

Brown Eggs Vs. White: 
A Clash in the Pan 


If a Victoria consumer had 
a choice, she’d choose a 
brown egg rather ‘than a white 
egg. 

Her preference is so well- 
known that a dozen brown- 
shelled eggs can cost her 
from three to seven cents 
more than a dozen of the 
white variety. 

Saskatoon has the opposite 
problem, according to a Cana- 
dian Press _ story. There, 
housewives are conditioned to 
buying white eggs and one 
supplier of brown eggs has to 
sell them at five cents a 
dozen less. 

In Victoria the brown egg 
is a rare commodity in the 
grocery coolers despite its 
high-demand saleability. 

The reason lies in the 
market take-over of the large- 
scale egg producer from’ the 
half-acre farmer. 

The farmer raised his flock 
of chickens for ‘his own 
consumption, concentrating on 
bigger birds which laid eggs 


‘and produced meat. Most of 


these happen to lay brown 
eges. 

Enter the Victoria house- 
wife who becomes used to 
buying the surplus brown eggs 
the farmer brings to market. 
She comes to believe that 
color is the gauge for flavor 
and nutrition. 

Today, however, the—quan- 
tity of eggs sold calls for 
mass production and egg 
producers realize a greater 
profit from hens’ which 
produce more eggs, usually 
white. 

It is thus unusual to find 
brown eggs, which are segre- 
gated in their own marked 


carton, in supermarkets.-and 
grocery stores.

One corner store had a 
supply of brown-shelled Grade 
A medium eggs which the 
owner claimed she rarely had 
available. 

“They'll sell more quickly 
than white eggs which I get 
from my supplier 98 per 
cent of the time.”

You will understand, then, 
why I was puzzled when 
without even a genial grow] he 
allowed himself to be 
addressed as “Reverend.” (I 
remembered he had once told | 
me, ‘‘Beware of parishioners ’ 
who call you plain ‘Rev- 
erehd’: most of them think 
that ministers are-paid too 
much!’’) 


I asked him if he had 
suddenly changed his mind. 
He said, with a trace of 
weariness in his voice, that, 
no, he hadn't changed his 
thinking on that great and 
momentous issue but that he 
had given up fighting about it. 
He does nothing, he said, to 
encourage this repugnant 
usage and he does nothing, 
unless someone asks him 
about it, to stop it, 


He added that not many 
people worry about such 
things nowadays—except for 
some of the clergy who feel 
that, proper forms of address 
somehow sustain the prestige 
of the ministry. 


He said that he has given 
up protesting the habit of 
some gormless ecclesiastical 
bureaucrats of heinously list- 
ing ministers’ names in this 
manner: “‘Revs. Binks, Barm- 
ish, Rince-Bouche, etc.’’ He 
added that he doesn’t like 
coming across that sort of 
thing in quite reputable news- 
papers, the editors of which 
would as soon put turpentine 
in their yoghurt as run a story 
about members of the Cana- 
dian federal cabinet with 
“Hons. Sharp, Benson, Tur- 
ner, etc.”

FLASHBACK ON CANADA 


Peace Was Upset by Huron Chief 


By BOB BOWMAN 


France might still own 
Canada if the early settlers 
had not made enemies of the 
Iroquois, the most powerful of 
all the Indian tribes. The 
French got on the wrong foot 
when circumstances made it 
necessary for Champlain to 
help the Hurons attack the 
Troquois and use -guns on 
them for the first time. 

Efforts were made to bring 
about peace but they were 
always thwarted. Thanks to 
an Indian leader known as the 
“Flemish Bastard” the 
Oneidas, Onondagas, Cayugas 
and Senecas (tribes of the 
Iroquois) signed a peace 
treaty at Quebec on Dec. 13, 


1667. The Mohawks would 


have nothing to do with it. 
The peace was upset by a 
Huron chief with a colorful 


name, ‘‘Kiondiaronk,” which 


meant ‘The Rat.” He was as 
crafty as a rat, The Hurons 
didn’t want the French to 
make peace with the Iroquois, 
and Kondiaronk ambushed a 
party of them while they were 
going to Fort Frontenac, now 
Kingston, Ontario. He  pre- 
tended that he had been 
acting under French orders 
but allowed some of the 
Iroquois to escape. When they 
got back to their villages they 
reported the alleged treachery 
of the French and the peace 
efforts were undermined. 


On another occasion Gover- 
nor Denonviile invited’ a group 
of Christian Iroquois who 
were at a mission in the Bay 
of Quinte to pay a frienily 
visit to Fort Frontenac. They 
were arrested when they 
arrived and were sent to 
France to serve as galley- 
slaves for the king. 

Denonville had been warned 
about an old Indian adage, ‘‘If 
you upset a wasps’ nest you 
must crush the wasps or they 
will sting you.”” The Iroquois 
came back to sting the 
French.

Viet War Has Become an Obscenity 


By PETER C. NEWMAN 


WASHINGTON — After a week in Washing- 
ton, spent interviewing American politicians of the 
left, right and centre, the mood of despair they 
exhale becomes contagious. 


For the first time in my memory, the 
Americans seem muted and depressed, unable to 
project the self-confidence that's always been their 
dazzling trade mark. 


The Vietnam war, which has turned from an 
anti-Communist crusade into 4 national obscenity, 
hangs over the capital like a dense smog and no 
one has breath or determination enough to blow it 
away. 


The city eats, sleeps and drinks the war. 
Almost every conversation, no matter how casual, 
eventually ends on the same semi-hysterical note: 
How the hell do we get our boys out of there?

The war, the endless war, has contorted the 
national conscience, left in tatters three decades of 
American foreign policy, all but destroyed the 
Democratic’ party and turned’ the minds of 
thoughtful Americans to some dark and troubling 
questions about their way of life. 


What is new in Washington these days is that 
no one, hot even the most convinced of the hawks, 
talks about winning the war, only .about finding 
some “honorable” way out of it. In the process, 


America’s motives, not only ‘its judgments, are 


becoming suspect. 


Conversations with half a dozen senators, 
ranging all the way from Eugene McCarthy to 
Strom Thurmond, have convinced me that men of 
every political persuasion sense ‘the disintegration 
of constitutional democracy in this country.
